It will grow on poor land, rich 
land, on wet acres or on dry ones. It‘is a great crop for pasture. We have never 
heard of a single report of bloat on Trefoil pasture. It will stand lots of trampling 
and close grazing.

Sericea is a perennial Lespedeza. It comes up from the roots in 


the spring. It does not have_to reseed itself like the Korean. The. 


growth of Sericea is quite different from that of other Lespedezas. 
It grows considerably taller and the growth is somewhat coarser. In 
the first year the Sericea may not produce so much growth. It tends 
to send up a single stem. From year to year it sends out more stems 
and as it has more stems, naturally the growth becomes finer. It is 


a plant that is quite leafy and it is a good drought resister. Since it 


comes from the roots it generally begins to grow earlier in the 
spring than other Lespedezas. .

The Kentucky 31 Fescue can hardly be distinguished from the other 
Alta Fescues. It is considered by some a separate strain, but really we 
have never been able to.find any difference between them and there are 
very few agricultural authorities that will claim to be able to tell the 
difference. The description that applies to the other Alta Fescues there- 
fore, will apply to Kentucky 31 as well. We have a report from a Mis- 


souri authority which states that the 1953 drought killed 75% of the 
Timothy and 90% of the Lespedeza, but that this tall Fescue stayed 
green and they strongly recommend its use.

Occasionally a customer will write us as follows, “I 
like your seeds, they are the best I have ever used, but 
freight charges always seem to be high.” With three 
shipping points, Clarinda, Streator, Illinois, or Mar- 
ion, Ohio, charges are reasonable to most points. It is 
hard to get the exact rate for any particular distance 
in averages as they vary between freight and truck 
and again between grass seeds and grains, such as oats, 


On the average order at our present prices freight 
costs will average about as follows: Within 200 miles 
of shipping point about 3% additional over the amount 
ordered. From 2 to 400 miles about 59%, and over 400 
miles on up to greater distances, 7%. As near as we 
can figure now the average cost would run around 5%. 
In other words, if your order is for $100.00 the freight 
charges on the average would run about $5.00 and there

so the customer will know the exact cost of seeds he is 
buying. This would put a penalty on the customer 
closer to shipping point than those that are distant. 
Therefore, to be fair we quote everything f.o.b. ship- 
ping point and the customer pays the freight charges.

Another way to 
state this average would be using a rate of $1.25 per 
hundred.
